WAECHTER TO BE ATTORNEY 
FOR NEW TAX COLLECTOR 


Election Board Chairman Says He 
Can Hold Both Jobs 
Under Law. 


William F. Baumann (Dem.), who 
will take office as Collector of 
Revenue, March 4, announced to- 


day that he would appoint James 
A. Waechter (Dem.), chairman of 
the Election Board, as attorney for 
the office. 

Waechter has said that it would 
be legal for him to hold both po- 
sitions, as the courts had held the 
place of Coliector’s attorney was 
not a political office. 

The attorney’s fees are collected 
from delinquent taxpayers and not 
paid outright from public funds. 
Lately they have amounted to 
about $3000 a year. Occasionally, 
when a large controversy over 
taxes has arisen, they have been 
larger. The late Edward W. For- 
istel, who was attorney for Collec- 
tor Koeln, once received a $104,000 
fee in the settlement of a bank tax 
case. Waechter’s salary as a mem- 
ber of the Election Board, a posi- 
tion not requiring full time, is 
$3000 a year. 

Under the Jones-Munger law 
concerning sale of delinquent tax 
bills on real estate, which became 
effective last year, suits for delin- 
quent realty taxes have been abol- 
ished. However, this law may be 
repealed by the present Legisla- 
ture, in which event numerous 
suits might be filed here.

JACKSON, Mo., Jan. 11.—Henry 
J. Dorman, 3 3years old, a former 
employe of the State Highway De- 
partment, was arrested today by 
Department of Justice agents inves- 
tigating attempts to extort $20,000 
from C. D. Matthews, wealthy 
Sikeston banker and land owner. 

Matthews, former chairman of 
the State Highway Commission, 


turned a letter he _ received last 
Tuesday over to police, who enlist- 
ed the aid of Federal agents and 
brought about the arrest. Last 
night, in conformance with instruc- 
tions in the letter, a State patrol- 
man, driving Matthews’ motor car, 
left a dummy money package with- 
in a few feet of Dorman’s suburban 
home. No one called for the pack- 
age, but officers said they observed 
Dorman in his yard at the time the 
Matthews’ car passed the designat- 
ed spot. 

Dorman was taken to the Cape 
Girardeau County jail. Later he 
told a reporter for the Cape Girar- 
deau Southeast Missourian that he 
had written the note. Federal offi- 
cers said he had made another writ- 
ten confession, but declined to 
make public its details. 

The prisoner, according to the 
Southeast Missourian, admitted at- 
tempting to obtain the money be- 
cause he did not have a job and was 


about to lose his home.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. — Su- 
preme Court arguments on the con- 
stitutionality of legislation suspend- 
ing gold payments were completed 
today with an appeal by Attorney- 
General Cummings for the jurists 
to keep the case open in the event 
the Government had not: furnished 
all the information desired to sus- 


5 tain the Government’s action. 


The arguments started Tuesday, 
the day following the court’s action 
in holding unconstitutional the sec- 
tion of the Recovery Act under 
which the administration had at- 
tempted to curtail the interstate 
shipment of illegally-produced oil. 

A decision in the gold case—a 
vital part of New Deal legislation— 
is unlikely before next month. 

Constitutionality of the act set- 
ting aside the clause in contracts 
providing for payment in gold was 
attacked in five cases jointly 
argued. 

Questions by Chief Justice. 

The Chief Justice again today 
asked questions while Angus D. 
MacLean, Assistant Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, was winding up his argument 
in behalf of the legislation. Among 
other things he wanted to know 
whether it was not a function of 
the Government to be able to con- 
tract in borrowing money. 

MacLean replied that it was, but 
that in borrowing money the Gov- 
ernment was not barred from 
changing in subsequent years the 
terms when it believed it became 
necessary. 

“Does not the validity of inter- 
national laws depend upon the prin- 
ciple,” the Chief Justice continued, 
“that a sovereign may bind itself 
by contract in borrowing money 
and that such obligations are sus- 
tained as obligations of a sovereign 
in the tribunals because it is the 
essence of sovereignty to be able 
by contract to bind itself? 

“Otherwise the sovereign might 
not be able to protect itself, when 
its sovereignty is in jeopardy, and 
get money with which it might gus- 
tain itself.” " 

MacLean answered that might be 
true. 

Suggests Reargument. 


Attorney-General Cummings sug- 
gested that perhaps the Court 
might find it desirable to order a 
reargument, 


In closing his argument, which he 
said he had made with the “utmost 
confidence,” Cummings declared: 

“If we have not said everything 
that we should in explanation of the 
Government’s position, we will be 
glad to come again before the court 
at any time it may wish.” 

After pointing out that the bond 
before the court matured in 1938 
and had been called for retirement, 
Chief Justice Hughes said: 

“The bondholder was entitled to 
get what his bond called for. Ac- 
cording to his contention instead of 
getting what the bond called for he 
is getting something else. The 
question, it seems to me, is what 
‘was due on that bond when it was 
called for redemption.” 

“The obligation is to pay so many 
| dollars,” replied MacLean. “Can it 
be said the Government breached 
its obligation because the standard 
of its currency had been changed? 

“The change in currency in no 
way changed the value of the bond 
itself, 

Retort by Butler. 


“It is charged the Government 
made a profit of $2,800,000,000 out 
of the change. No part of that is 
profit. If there was any it would 
not belong in any part to the bond- 
holders. It resulted solely by virtue 
of the change in the currency, in 
the interest of the Government’s 
gold reserve.” 

“It amounted to about $12 for 
each ounce of gold,” interjected Jus- 
tice Butler, bringing from MacLean 
the reply that the amount named 
was substantially the difference in 
the price of gold. 

Again yesterday, members of the 
court showed deep interest by in- 
terjecting frequent questions and 
comment on the arguments. 

“Breach of Contract.” 

“Breach of a solemn contract” 
was the accusation made by coun- 
sel for F. Eugene Nortz of New 
York, who contends that he was 
deprived of his rights in surren- 
dering $106,000 in gold certificates 
last January. 

Denying any “repudiation” Gov- 
ernment counsel urged the court 
to return a judgment that “will 
make for peace and will not defeat 
the early returns of prosperity to 
this weary land.” 

Last of the five contestants to 
appear was John M. Perry, New 
York lawyer, who argued his own 
case. He asserted that the Gov- 
ernment failed to meet its obliga- 
tion in redeeming a 4% per cent 
Liberty bond, not in gold, as the 
security stipulated, but in new cur- 
rency. He demands either gold or 
dollars equal to the present value 
of the metal. 

Comment by Hughes. 

Angus D. McLean, Assistant 
Solicitor-General, argued that al- 
teration of the bond was within

LAWYER SAYS HE 
TOLD DILLNGER 
10 GIVE SELF UP 


Louis Piquett on Stand As- 
serts Outlaw Came Direct 
to Chicago After Indiana 
Escape. 


TOY PISTOL STORY 
TRUE, HE ASSERTS 


Desperado ‘‘in Shooting 
Distance” When Officers 
Captured Woman Com- 
panion, He Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 11—A few hours 


after his “wooden gun” escape from 
Crown Point, Ind., jail, the late 
John Dillinger met his attorney in 
Chicago, the lawyer testified today, 
and promised he would surrender. 

The lawyer, Louis E. Piquett, 
traced Dillinger’s trail for the first 
time todav as he testified in his 


own defense, before a jury in Fed- 
eral Court, against a charge that 
he helped Dillinger “hide out.” 

Dillinger’s escape actually was 
engineered with a toy pistol, Pi- 
quett declared. “He showed me the 
gun, and told me all about his es- 
cape.” 3 

With Illinois and Indiana officers 
watching the roads, searching autos 
and busses, Dillinger came straight- 
way to Chicago from the Crown 
Point jail on March 3, Piquett said. 

“I met him about 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon of that same day,” 
he said. “About 8 o'clock that 
night, I met him again.” 


Discussed It With JuGge. 

That he repeatedly urged Dillin- 
ger to surrender, and that he (Pi- 
quett) discussed it even with the 
Judge who was to try Dillinger for 
murder, was Piquett’s defense, 
_“I.-told him the proper thing to 
do was to surrender,” said Piquett. 
“He said he would do it later.” 

Federal ager:ts once captured Dil- 
linger’s woman, Evelyn Frechette, 
under the desperado’s eyes and in 
asy shooting distance, Piquett told 
the jury. 4 

“Dillinger parked and sent Eve- 
lyn across the street with a mes- 
sage. A mob of Federal men came 
and seized her. Dillinger drove 
away, safely.” 

Tells of Bribe Offer. 

Testimony that he had attempted 
to tamper with a Government wit- 
ness came yesterday when the 
prosecution completed testimony by 
which it hopes to convict the Dil- 
linger attorney on a cherge of con- 
spiring to harbor and conceal the 
Indiana outlaw. 


Anna’ Patzke, secretary to Dr. 


Wilhelm Loeser, told the jury that | 


Piquett asked her to “get Doc” to 
turn against the Government and 
testify for Piquett. 

Dr. Loeser, Dr. Harold B. Cassidy, 
and Arthur O’Leary, former inves- 
tigator for Piquett have confessed 
a part in the alleged conspiracy and 
named Piquett as the ringlead- 
er in a plan to alter Dillinger’s 
features. 

Money to Provide “Hideout.” 

Dr. Loeser’s secretary also exhib- 
ited a receipt for $500 given her by 
a Federal agent to whom she had 
given $500, furnished, she said, by 
Piquett to provide “hide out” money 
for the doctor prior to his appre- 
hension. Miss Patzke accepted the 
money and then turned it over to 
the Government m®?®m, to establish 
evidence against Piquett, accord- 
ing to their explanation. 

Margaret Doyle, who cooked for 
James Probasco; at whose home 
Dillinger hid, said she had seen 
Piquett in Probasco’s home while 
Dillinger was there. 

Five special agents of the divi- 
sion of the investigation supported 
the statements of the two women. 

A reporter for a Chicago news- 
paper has been subpenaed by the 
defense, lending weight to the ru- 
mors that Piquett will attempt to 
prove his innocence of criminal in- 
tent by submitting evidence that he 
planned to surrender his client to 
the Government. 


Reno Auto Shop Owner Accused of 
Aiding Nelson.

RENO, Nev., Jan. 11—The ar- 
rest of Frank A. Cochran, proprie- 
tor of. a Reno automobile repair 
shop, on a charge of conspiracy to 
harbor the late George (Baby 
Face) Nelson, slain gangster, was 
announced by Federal agents here 
today. 

United States District Attorney 
E. P. Carville said a formal com- 
plaint accusing’ Cochran of con- 
spiring with “Fatso” Negri of San 
Francisco and John Paul Chase, 
now in custody in Chicago, to har- 
bor Nelson during his frequent 
visits to Reno will be filed imme- 
diately. 

Cochran was arrested and placed 
in the city jail last night. He was 
to be arraigned later today before 
United States Commissoner War- 
ren,

Shot to Death in Jail at

AWAITING NEW 
TRIAL IN MURDER 


Had Won Fight in State 
Supreme Court After 
Getting Death for Killing 
Officer.

FRANKLINGTON, La., Jan. 11.— 
Jerome Wilson, 30-year-old Negro, 
accused of the killing of Delos C. 
Wood, chief Deputy Sheriff of 
Washington Parish, was seized by 
a mob early today, shot to death 


in his cell and his body was taken 
from the jail and dumped on the 
road three miles north of the town. 

The killing of Wood occurred in 
a*general shooting last July 22, be- 
tween Negroes and officers, at the 
home of Wilson, where the officers 
had gone to investigate a livestock 
shipment. Wilson was _ indicted, 
tried for murder, convicted and sen- 
tenced to hang within 10 days’ time. 
Last Monday the Louisiana Su- 
preme Court granted him a new 
trial. 

Officers reported that a mob en- 
tered the Sheriff's office about 3 
a. m, today, obtained the keys to 
the cells and found Wilson in one 
of them. 

As they seized the prisoner, it 
was reported, Wilson began scream- 
ing at the top of his voice and he 
was riddled with bullets in his cell. 

The mob then dragged his body 
to an automobile and carried it 
north of town. 

No arrests have been made. 


HAUPTMANN SAYS HE NEVER 
SAW ‘JAFSIE’ BEFORE ARREST 


Wife Quotes Remark Husband 
Made to Her in German as 
Dr. Condon Left Stand.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 11.— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, com- 
menting to his wife in German yes- 
terday on the testimony of Dr. John 
F. Condon, said: “I never saw the 
man in my life.” 

Mrs. Hauptmann, who sat a few 
feet from her husband during Con- 
don’s description of his contacts 
with the mysterious “John” of the 
Lindbergh kidnaping case, who, he 
said, was Hauptmann, told of her 
husband’s remark, made as Condon 
left the stand. 

“Jafsie,” she said, “might be tell- 
ing the truth, but it is about some- 
one else. He (Hauptmann) never 
saw him before his arrest.” 

As the testimony turned to 
Hauptmann’s handwriting, he 
leaned forward and listened intent- 
ly. Frequently he turned to discuss 
with his counsel the means by 
which specimens of his handwrit- 
ing, which the State expects to link 
with the ransom notes, were ob- 
tained. 


CITY ENGINEER FREED IN ROW 
WITH POLICE OVER PARKING 


Judge Vest Doesn’t “See Any Sense 
in Fining Man for Losing 
Temper.” 

Leslie Pettus, city chief civil en- 
gineer, charged with general peace 
disturbance, was discharged by Po- 
lice Judge Vest yesterday. : 

The case was reheard, after Pet- 
tus was fined $100 when he failed 
to appear Dec. 27 before Provision- 
al Judge FitzGibbon to answer the 
charge that he had created a dis- 
turbance in the 5700 block of Del- 
mar boulevard Dec. 24 when two po- 
licemen ordered him to move his 
car which he had parked double. 

He argued with the policemen, 
they testified, until a crowd of 20 
or more persons gathered when 
they placed him under arrest. Or- 
dered to drive to the station, he 
went to his home, 5884 Cabanne 
avenue, they said, but finally 
obeyed when threatened with “a 
ride in the wagon.” Pettus denied 
creating a disturbance and said he 
had submitted to arrest. 

“I don’t see any sense in fining 
a man just for losing his temper,” 
Judge Vest said, dismissing the 
case for want of evidence,

MARCELLA SEMIBRICH, 
OPERA SINGER, DIES 


Internationally Known Soprano 
Succumbs at 76 at Son’s 
Home in New York, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Mme. Mar- 
cella Sembrich, 76 years old, inter- 
nationally known opera singer, died 
today at her home, 151 Central Park 
west, after an illness of nearly two 
months. 

Death was 
and heart 


due to emphysema 
complications, from 
which the soprano had been ill 
since Nov. 15 last. Her home was 
with her son, Marcel William Sten- 
gel, and his wife. They are the 
only relatives she had in this coun- 
try. 

Sembrich was famous for her in- 
terpretation of Italian roles. She 
retired from the operatic stage in 
1909 and from the concert stage in 
1916. She had been director of the 
vocal department of Curtis Insti- 
tute, Philadelphia, and also an in- 
structor in the Julliard Graduate 
School of Music, New York. 


Sembrich’s great international 
triumph came in June, 1880, when 
she sang “Lucia” in Covent Garden, 
London. 

From Berlin as a center she un- 
dertook tours all over Europe. Ev- 
ery year she went to Russia, and 
invariably returned laden with cost- 
ly gifts showered upon her by roy- 
alty and nobility. 

When she made her last appear- 
ance at the Metropolitan Opera in 
1909, after 25 years with that or- 
ganization, a crowded house and 
fellow artists heaped flowers and 
costly gifts before her. She re- 
ceived a silver loving cup from Ca- 
ruso and a pearl string and jew- 
eled watch and chain from opera 
subscribers. She was honored at 
receptions and dinners. 

Sembrich was born Praxede Mar- 
celline Kochanska, Feb. 18, 1858, at 
Wisniewczyk, near Lemberg, 
Galicia (Poland), where he father 
was a violinist and teacher of mu- 
sic. As a singer she took her moth- 
er’s family name. 

Learning to play the piano at the 
age of 4 and the violin at 6, she 
was contributing to the support of 
her family by playing in public 
when she was 12. Soon after her 
twelfth birthday she entered Lem- 
berg Conservatory, where she was 
the pupil of the pianist, Wilhelm 
Stengel, who later became her hus- 
band. At the end of five years 
Stengel took her to Vienna to study 
under Epstein. It was then dis- 
covered that she had a remarkable

CUMPANY OFFICERS 
BEATEN BY STRIKERS 


Men With Baseball Bats Raid 
Tri-Motored Co. Garage 
in Minneapolis, 


By the Associated Press. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 11.—Three 
men were wounded and two were 
beaten when 50 persons raided the 
Tri-Motor Co. today, in a_ strike 
demonstration. 

Louis G. Lamieux, 32 years old, 
a striker, suffered a bullet wound 
in the stomach. His condition was 
reported not serious and he was 
jailed. 

L. E. Baker, president of the 
motor company, and A. F. Crounse, 
vice-president, reported they were 
beaten by strikers wielding baseball 
bats. 

The police said the motor com- 
pany had been closed because of 
the strike. Pickets who entered 
the place were ordered out by 
Crounse and Baker. The strikers 
beat the two motor firm officers 
and a special officer on duty in the 
place. 

Crounse, the police said, admitted 
firing on Lemieux after the strikers 
refused to leave. 

The shooting was the _ second 
since the strike began Jan. 3. The 
garage workers demanded union 
recognition and wage and hour ad- 
justments. Two days ago three 
men were slightly wounded by bul- 
lets a special officer said he fired 
to scare a crowd of strikers who 
broke a plate glass window in a 
company building. 

The Regional Labor Board, at the 
request of a group of employers, 
was directing negotiations seeking 
settlement. 


$100,000 SHORTAGE ALLEGED

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 11L— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann’s hand- 
writing today was identified by 
Albert S. Osborn Sr., a State ex- 
pert, as that on all of the ransom 
notes received by Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh following the kidnaping 
of his son. 

The identification of the hand- 


iwriting has been called by the 


prosecutors one of their strongest 
links in the chain of evidence 
through which they hope to send 
Hauptmann to the electric chair 
for the murder of the baby. 

The first ransom note was-on the 
window sill of the Lindbergh nurs- 
ery, and was left when the baby 
was taken. The State considers 


this direct evidence that Haupt-. 


mann was the man who climbed 
up a ladder and entered a window 
of the home. 

The baby, the State has charged, 
was killed as the ladder broke with 
it and the kidnaper on the way 
down. 

Osborn, shown specimens of 
Hauptmann’s handwriting which 
were introduced yesterday, stated: 

“My opinion is that the ransom 
notes were all written by the writer 
of the various papers signed ‘Rich- 
ard Hauptmann.’” 

Ransom Money Identified. 

Osborn’s testimony followed that 
of Superintendent H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf of the New Jersey 
police, who said specimens of 
Hauptmann’s handwriting were ob- 
tained without coercion. Just be- 
fore that Frank Wilson, special 
agent in charge of the Intelligence 
Department of the United States 
Department of Internal Revenue, 
who directed the preparation of the 
ransom money which Dr. John F. 
(Jafsie) Condon saig he paid to 
“John,” testified that to his knowl- 
edge no ransom bills had appeared 
in circulation since Hauptmann 
was arrested. Wilson also said the 
$14,600 found in Hauptmann’s ga- 
rage was part of the ransom 
money. 

There will be no session of court 
in the trial tomorrow. Justice 
Trenchard so declared after defens, 
counsel requested an adjournment 
until Monday, to give their hand- 
writing experts an opportunity to 
examine the Lindbergh ransom 
notes, 

The trial was adjourned at 4 p. 
m. over the week-end. Osborn was 
still under direct examination. Ad- 
journment was requested by Depu- 
ty Attorney-General Joseph Lanigan 
because Osborn is not feeling well. 

Details of Osborn’s Testimony. 

Osborn began his testimony by 
declaring he was “an examiner of 
questioned documents” by occupa- 


tion, that he had worked at it for.

He is large and red of face and 
has a gray mustache. A bald pate 
is fringed with platinum gray hair. 

“I can’t hear as well as I did 
once,” he boomed forth.

The 
charts showed a comparison of the 
handwriting of Hauptmann and 
that on the ransom notes. The ex- 
hibits were accepted as evidence 
for the purpose of comparisons. 

As Hauptmann saw the writings, 
enlarged possibly 15 times, placed 
side by side with the ransom script 
and print he looked up with inter- 
est.

The St. Louis Lunchroom, on the 
second floor of the Kinloch Build- 
ing, Tenth and Locust streets, a 
favorite eating place of business 
men for 30 years, will close its 


doors tomorrow.

“The girls’ are sure they can put 
the lunchroom back on its feet by 
going out for new business and 
modifying methods of operation, 
which Miss Wall has firmly re- 
fused to do. 

“We have, and always have had, 
the best food in town,” Miss Wail 
said today. “Our patrons have been 
the very best people and we have 
tried to maintain an air of refine- 
ment about the-eplace. There have 
been no frills, just good food, sim- 
ply served. The only concessions 
I have made to the depression were 
to advertise and to reduce the low- 
est priced luncheon from 60 cents 
to 40 cents.”

FOR CHARLOTTE NASH 


Philadelphia Court Decides She 
Cut Off Income From Trust 
by Killing Husband. 


By the Associated Press, 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11. — The 
former Charlotte Nash, beauty 
pageant winner, cut off her income 
from her father-in-law’s $2,756,202 
trust fund when she killed her hue 
band, Frederick G. Nixon-Nirdling- 
er, at Nice, France, four years ago, 


Judge Allen M. Stearne, of Orphans’ 
Court, decided yesterday. 

The ruling was made in adjudi- 
cating the estate of Nixon-Nird- 
linger’s father, the late Samuel F. 
Nirdlinger, wealtby theatrical man 
who died in 1918. 

Although Mrs. Nixon-Nirdlinger, 
St. Louis beauty, proclaimed queen 
of an Atlantic City pageant in 1923, 
was freed by a French court on a 
plea of self-defense in connection 
with her husband's death, Judge 
Stearne decided that the fatal shoot- 
ing terminated Nixon-Nirdlinger’s 
29 per cent life interest in the trust 
estate created by his father’s will. 

The undetermined amount which 
Mrs. Nixon-Nirdlinger or their two 
children, Charles Richard and Char- 
lotte Nixon, would have received 
goes to Nixon-Nirdlinger’s sons by 
his first wife. Charlotte Nash was 
his third. 

The Court ruled also that the 
son’s estate was not entitled to any 
interest in the $25,000 received as a 
dividend on stock held by the Niré- 
linger estate in the Klaw & Er- 
langer New Orleans Theater Co.

HE KILLS HIS RIVAL 


Indiana Farm Hand Sentenced 
in Michigan Three Hours 
After Arrest.

COLDWATER, Mich., Jan. 11.— 
William Mahler, 27-year-old farm 
worker of Angola, Ind., was arrest- 
ed and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment within two hours and 45 min- 
utes here last night for the killing 
earlier in the day of Charles Good, 
37, a factory worker in Bronson, 
Mich.

Frankhauser said police had dis- 
covered that Mahler had gone to 
Bronson yesterday afternoon and 
told Good that Miss Billie Enslen 
af Angola, was ill and wanted him. 
Good and Miss Enslen were to be 
married next Saturday. 

Frankhauser said Angola authori- 
ties, questioning the Enslen family, 
discovered blood stained garments 
worn by Mahler, and he was 
brought into Michigan immediately 
as a suspect. Mahler lived at the 
Enslen home. 

The prosecutor quoted Mahler as 
confessing he killed Good because 
he resented his attentions to Miss 
Enslen.

S DISBARRED FOR 
RETAINING FUNDS 


Judge Baron Says ‘‘No Real 

Excuses”. Were Offered 
—$1639 Kept Unlawful- 
ly From Estate. 


Edmond P. Hanifan, 32-year-old 
attorney, was disbarred by Circuit 
Judge Baron yesterday after the 
St. Louis Bar Association’s Griev- 
ance Committee submitted evidence 
that he appropriated $1639 from an 
estate of which he was executor 
and unlawfully retained about $300 
due three clients. 

The disbarment was the eleventh 
in St. Louis since Thomas F. Mc- 
Donald became chairman of the 
Grievance Committee in June, 1932. 
Since then there have been 21 dis- 
barment petitions filed. In addi- 


tion to the disbarments there.have 
been four suspensions. Six cases 
are pending. 

Hanifan did not appear in court, 
but was represented by Douglas H. 
Jones, who said Hanifan had given 
up the practice of law and was try- 
ing to “make a comeback in a small 
job” in Texas. Jones made a plea 
of leniency on behalf of Hanifan’s 
wife and child, asking Judge Baron 
merely to enter an order of suspen- 
sion to enable Hanifan to pursue 
his business without the stigma of 
disbarment and fulfill his promise 
to pay back the money he had not 
accounted for. 

“No Real Excuses.” 


“I sympathize with his family,” 
Judge Baron said, “and I wish I 
could find in your statement an 
element calling for leniency, but 
there have been no real excuses 
shown and apparently he lacked 
the courage to face the issues. The 
order will be for disbarment.” 

In urging the disbarment, the 
committee’s attorney, George F. 
Wise, stated that in addition to the 
matters proved Hanifan had with- 
held a balance of about $1800 from 
a trust fund for a beneficiary of 
the estate. 

McDonald testified that Hanifan 
had appeared before the Grievance 
Committee last May and admitted 
commingling funds of the estate 
with his own money, stating he was 
“in a hole and could not pay.” His 
testimony was corroborated by 
Grover C. Sibley, another member 
of the committee. The estate, with 
assets valued at about $6500, was 
that of Helen Medanich, who died 
in 1931. 

Talk With Claim Agent. 

Hugh Richardson, attorney and 
claim agent for the United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty Co., which sup- 
plied Hanifan‘s bond as executor, 
said the company, unable to force 
Hanifan to reimburse the Medan- 
ich heirs, had made payments of 
$1369 under the surety bond, taking 
from MHanifan assignments of 
agreements for his fees in pend- 
ing litigation. 

“We became suspicious in the 
fall of 1932 after he failed to ac- 
count for the proceeds from the 
sale of a deed of trust in the es- 
tate,” Richardson testified. | 
called him in and he said he had 
spent the proceeds and was trying 
to borrow from friends. He asked 
us ‘to take the load’ from him and 
he would make restitution later.”

APES PICK ON YONNCH 
BUT THEY'LL BE SORRY 


Gorilla at Zoo Expected to Pay 
Chimpanzees Back for Their 
Indignities. 


Great and grievous indignities are 
being heaped these days upon Yon- 
noh, the Zoo’s five-year-old female 
gorilla—indignities that she is go- 
ing to repay before long with in- 
terest. 

Sammy and Billy, the talented 
young trained chimpanzees—they 
dance, they sing, they box and ride 
a bicycle—are picking on the scowl- 
ing black beast with muscles hard 
as bone. So far everything has 
been in their favor, but the time 
is coming when they are going to 
wish they had treated Yonnoh with 
the respect her size and strength 
deserves. 

Trainer Says It’s Good Exercise. 

The rows take place every day 
in the big performing cage in the 
Monkey House. Zoo Director Vier- 
heller, and Cash Ferguson, trainer 
of the apes, have been letting them 
go on: because it is good exercise 
for all concerned and no damage 
is being done. 

After Sammy and Billy have gone 
through their act at 2:30 p. m., 
Yonoh is put into the cage 
them for exercise. Ferguson §re- 
mains in the cage, moving back 
apparatus of the act, straightening 
out the place generally and keeping 
an eye on the apes. 

Billy, the more aggressive of the 
chimps, usually starts the proceed- 
ings. He rushes toward Yonnoh, 
jumps, hits her as he passes and 
then scrambles up the front of the 
cage. After that it is open season 
on Yonnoh. The chimps run at 
her from all directions. They jump. 
They howl. Yonnoh usually backs 
against the wall and makes vague, 
anxious sweeps at them with her 
powerful, but comparatively short 
arms. 
| Yonnoh Seeks Refucze. 
| Soon, seeking better refuge, she 
runs under the big tabie on which 
‘the chimps do part of their act. 
Usually it is Billy who jumps onto 
the table and with his weight on 
his knuckles, stamps his hind feet 


'thunderous din. Since Yonnoh has 
had her head against the underside 
of the table, she comes out with 
a headache. 

When she does that Sammy 
grabs something—yesterday it was 
/an empty water bucket — swings 
‘wildly and lets go in the general 
| direction of the gorilla. That sends 
| Yonnoh into a corner, showing her 
‘teeth and bristling her short, wiry 
| hair. Then one of the chimps grabs 
a tricycle or bicycle and tries to 
ride it into her, which makes Yon- 
noh mad enough to start chasing 
them. 

That, the chimpanzees seem to 
|feel, is the best sport of all be- 
/cause Yonnoh cannot catch them; 
that is, so far she hasn't been able 
to catch them. But some day soon 
they are going to goad her too far 
and then the pair of them are go- 
|ing to get a drubbing. They won’t 
be seriously injured because chim- 
panzees are tough, but when it is 
over, Billy and Sammy are going 
to be a greatly chastened pair of 
apes, and it is a virtual certainty 
that they won't play rough with 
'Yonnoh any more.

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AGED TRANSIENT FOUND 


TO BE WORTH $40,000 


Taken From East St. Louis 
Shelter for Homeless to 
Bloomington, Ill. 


John Le Leur, 78-year-old wan- 
derer, who for the last three weeks 
has been living at the Federal 
Transient Shelter in East St. Louis, 
is worth more than $40,000, it was 
discovered following an investiga- 
tion by Homer Heideman, director 
of the shelter. Le Leur was sent to 
Bloomington, Ill., today, where he 
will be turned over to his attorney, 
D. H. Gregg. 

Early in December Le Leur was 
found walking the highway near 
Mount Vernon. He was poorly 
dressed, blue with the cold and half 
starvtd when a passing motorist 
picked him up and took him to the 
Jefferson County Farm, where he 
was,fed and treated for exposure 
On Dec. 20 he was sent to the shel- 
ter in East St. Louis. 

Investigations began when at- 
tendants at the shelter discovered 
a bank ‘book in his clothing show- 
ing $490 on déposit in a Centralia 
bank. Continued inquiry showed 
that he owned $4000 in Government 
bonds, found to be in a safe deposit 
box in a Bloomington bank, and 
$10,000 in trust, which he took from 
savings, for his care in a home for 
aged men in Washington. The rest 
of his assets, it was learned, con- 
sisted of mortgages on farms 
throughout Illinois, which are in 
the possession of his attorney in 
Bloomington. 

At the shelter it was said that Le 
Leur was almost blind and had to 
be led about by others. He told 
Heideman yesterday he was born 
in Denmark, came to the United 
States about 50 years ago, and until 
six or seven years ago operated a 
farm near Bloomington. He _ re- 
fused to tell who his relatives are, 
saying, if they knew where he was 
they would bother him for money. 

Before being sent to Bloomington, 
Le Leur was required to pay $12.32 
to the shelter for his care and $3.35 
for telegrams, which had been sent 
in establishing his identity.

“More 
than $100,000 worth of business has 
been done on the floor. Small deal- 
ers from all over the State have 
come to St. Louis to see the 125 
displays of the distributers.” 

The interest of visitors in mod- 
ernizing their homes is shown Dy 
the fact that 700 persons have filled 
in cards at the diplay of a lum- 
ber company stating that they were 
going to do some remodeling this 
year. 

The Federal Housing Administra- 
tion has received 600 requests for 
information about loans for build- 
ing and remodeling homes. A bank 
with a booth on the floor has al- 
ready completed 15 loans with peo- 
ple contacted at the exposition. 

The principal exhibits include 
furnaces, air conditioners, stoves, 
refrigerators, bricks, brick veneers, 
lumber, wood substitutes, plumbing 
fixtures, roofing and floor materi- 
als, paints, furniture, wall paper, 
glass tile, radios, rugs, washing and 
ironing machines, Venetian blinds, 
weather stripping, sewing machines 
and tools.

F our Changes 
Rules Proposed by 
Tennis Officials

‘NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Tighter 
restrictions on the tennis player 
who wants to keep his amateur 


standing will be proposed at the 
annual meeting of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association in Cin- 
cinnati Feb. 9. 

One addition to the P. S. L. T. A. 
code—the so-called eight weeks 
rule—and three changes will be 
recommended by the amateur rule 
committee. 

The changes would bar accept- 
ance of money for use or endorse- 
ment of equipment; reporting, 
either for radio or newspaper, any 
tournament in which the player is 
competing, and the playing either 
in tournaments or _ exhibitions 
against professionals. 

Certain to cause intensive debate 
before its acceptance or rejection is 
the eight weeks rule, which would 
prohibit a player from accepting 
expense money for tournament play 
covering a period of more than 
eight weeks. The rule would not 
apply to Davis Cup players or those 
officially representing the United 
States in tournament com petition. 
In line with what appears to be 
a general policy against closer af- 
filiation with the professionals, the 
executive committee will suggest 
that the U. S. L. T. A. disapprove of 
any world professional champion- 
ships under amateur auspices,

VETERAN HUNT 
HANDS BUD BAER 
FIRST DEFEAT

BOSTON, Jan. 11.—Although sad- 


dened by the defeat of Buddy, his 
19-year-old brother, Max Baer made 
his four-round exhibition with Dick 
Madden, young Boston heavyweight, 
one of the most amusing skits a 
boxing crowd ever witnessed last 
night before a packed house of 4000 
at Mechanics’ Building. 

The 239-pound Buddy met Babe 
Hunt, Ponca City (Ok.) veteran, in 
a four-rounder, and the latter, after 
much prodding by the referee, cut 
loose in the last two rounds to pile 
up enough points to gain the 
unanimous decision. It was Bud- 
dy’s first pro defeat. 

The scar-faced Hunt, who per- 
formed with the world champion in 


Detroit last week, fought  half- 
heartedly during the first two 
rounds, but not one of the younger 
and bigger Baer’s wild swings 
tagged him. 

Haymaker Fails to Land. 

The Babe did not appear to be 
bearing down, but he stepped on 
the accelerator after several warn- 
ings, and gave “Buddy” a boxing 
lesson during the last two frames. 
Young Baer did try hard to regis- 
ter a knockout, but he was unable 
to get a clean crack at his smarter 
opponent, who kept pumping 
straight lefts to the head with an 
occasional right cross that discon- 
certed him greatly. 

Max came into the ring as his 
brother was making his exit and 
he appeared grieved over the lat- 
ter’s setback. But he shook off his 
disappointment as soon as he start- 
ed his act with Madden. 

During the early stages of this 
travesty, Madden stung Max with 
several lefts to the face, but he de- 
sisted when the champion gave him 
several stiff pokes to the jaw as a 
reminder that he was forgetting his 
lines. 

With Madden acting as _ the 
straight-man, the. champion exer- 
cised all of his hilarious showman- 
ship. He reeled and slipped and 
walked bow-legged under Madden’s 
futile punches and then, with a jerk, 
came to life and pasted Madden all 
over the ring. The champion kept 
the crowd in.an uproar from start 
to finish and the only incident that 
marred this good, clean fun came 
when Max hit a bit harder than he 
intended and cut Madden’s eye, He 
regretted this accident keenly. 

Tosses Gloves Into Crowd. 

But the touch that endeared him 
to the crowd came after the exhibi- 
tion, when his handlers cut off his 
six-ounce gloves. He hurled one of 
them into the packed gallery and 
started a wild jam by tossing the 
second one into the other side. Max 
weighed 213 pounds. 

Jack McCarthy, 191, Boston, and 
Tom Patrick, 182%, Los Angeles, 
put on a blazing and gory 10-round- 
er in the final bout. A terrific clos- 
ing rally earned the Californian a 
divided decision, although the ref- 
eree voted for a draw.

KIDNAPING SUSPECT IDENTIFIED | 
AS LEADER OF JEWELRY THIEVES 


Russell Gibson. Killed by Federal 
Agents at Chicago; Loot 
Estimated at $150,000.

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—Russell Gib- 
son, killed by Federal agents, was 
identified yesterday as the leader 
of a gang that robbed jewelry sales- 
men of $150,000 in jewels in recent 
months, 

A Coroner’s jury commended Fed- 
eral agents for killing Gibson in 
his hideout Tuesday night but sug- 
gested they use more caution in the 
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future lest the lives of innocent per- 
sons be endangered. Gibson was 
sought as a suspect in the kidnap- 
ing of Edward G. Bremer, St. Paul 
banker. 

His widow, Clara, wept as she 
described how her husband had 
been killed. The inquest verdict 
said: 

“When 16 Federal agents go out 
armed with high-powered weapons 
to capture a suspect, it is recom- 
mended that they observe reason- 
able caution in order to prevent 
the killing or wounding of innocent 
citizens in the building occupied 
by the suspects.”

FIVE MEMBERS OF HIS FAMILY 


600 Members of Three Unions Ac- 
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Quebec Farmer Is Convicted by Jury 
After It Deliberates 35 
Minutes. 

HULL, Quebec, Jan. 11.—Michael 
Bradley, 43-year-old Demers Center 
farmer, was sentenced yesterday to 
be hanged for killing five members 
of his family. 

Justice Louis Cousineau set the 
date of the execution for April 5 
after the. jury, which deliberated 35 
minutes, returned the verdict of 
guilty. 

The five members of the family 
were found shot to death in July, 
1933. They were Bradley’s father, 
Joseph; his mother, Mary; a broth- 
er, Thomas; a sister, Johanna, and 
his uncle, John. A parish priest 
found the bodies when he investi- 
gated reports from neighbors that 
shots had been heard. 

At a previous trial the jury dis- 
agreed.

REPORTS $104,000 
IN CONTRIBUTIONS 


Largest Donors to Organiza- 
tion Are du Ponts — No 
Gift From Smith or John 
W. Davis. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. — The 
American Liberty League, 
acknowledging its objectives as 
“political,” reported to the House 
yesterday that it had received $104,- 
830 in contributions and expended 


$95,062 in its efforts to “preserve” 
the Constitution. 

The du Ponts of Delaware were 
the largest contributors, giving 
$15,100 to the League and its Dela- 
ware branch. 

No contributions were listed from 
Alfred E. Smith and John W. Da- 
vis, former Democratic presidential 
nominees, who were among the 
founders, or from John J. Raskob, 
former chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, who is 
a member of the League’s advisory 
council. 

Among the contributors, listed for 
$100, was Renee W. Baruch, daugh- 
ter of Bernard M. Baruch, New 
York financier and a close adviser 
of President Roosevelt. 

Jouett Shouse, president of the 
Liberty League, said in a statement 
that his organization was in no 
sense a political party. He added, 
however, that its objectives were 
political. 


Political, Not Partisan. 


Although asserting the League 
had not taken any part in the 
1934 congressional campaign, and 
had no intention “of placing its 
own candidates in the field for any 
public office,” Shouse said any or- 
ganization that sought to influence 
legislative action was political. He 
added the League was in no way 
partisan. 

“It believes in the two-party sys- 
tem,” Shouse said. “It is not for 
one party against the other. It re. 
serves the right to appeal to both 
parties to indorse its principles and 
it will endeavor to persuade elected 
officers of government to adhere 
to those principles.” 

The report showed that Shouse 
had received $12,000 in salaries and 
$6000 in travel allowance and ex- 
penses from Aug. 15 to Dec. 31. 
It also disclosed contributions of 
$9000 to the Crusaders, an organi- 
zation formed to work for repeal of 
prohibition, some of whose officers 
have been critical of the Roosevelt 
administration. Questions at League 
headquarters elicited no explana- 
tion of the contribution. 

Eighty-three Contributors. 


Eighty-three persons contributed 
to the League, exclusive of the 
Delaware branch. Among them 
were Archibald M. L. du Pont, 
$2500; Irenee du Pont, $5000, and 
Lammot du Pont, £5000. The du 
Ponts who gave to the Delaware 
branch were Irenee, $1000; Ernest, 
$500; Eugene, $100; Eugene E. du 
Pont, $500, and Mrs. Pierre S. du 
Pont, $500.

$70,302 TO BE PAID ON BONDS 
OF BANK EMBEZZLEMENTS 


Court Approves Settlement of In- 
demnity Company With 
Cherokee National. 

Rubey M. Hulen, attorney for 


Jack G: Bernhardt, receiver for the 


Cherokee National Bank, obtained 
authority from Federal Judge Faris 
yesterday to accept a settlement of 
$70,302 from the Hartford Accident 
& Indemnity Co. on bonds which 
partly protected the bank from em- 
bezzlements for which three former 
bank officers now are serving peni- 
tentiary terms. 

The bank claimed $80,604 on two 
bonds although the embezzlements 
of Henry P. Mueller, president; 
Harry G. Freiert, vice-president, 
and Rudolph L. Provaznik, assist- 
ant cashier, totaled $208,000. 

The difference was explained by 
the fact that not all the money was 
taken while the bonds were in force. 
One of the bonds, for $50,000, was 
issued in 1925. The other, in like 
amount, was issued in 1930. The 
second bond was of the type known 
as a “deductible” bond, under 
which no claim might be made for 
the first $50,000 of any loss. 

The bank, at Jefferson avenue 
and Cherokee street, did not reopen 
aften the bank holiday of March, 
1933. It was capitalized at $200- 
000 and stockholders were required 
to pay a 100 per cent assessment 
on stock. Depositors with total 
claims of $1,119,832, received 20 per 
cent of their deposits last Jan. &.

REPORT SAYS SILVER-BUYING 
BY U. S. 1S HURTING CHINA 


Commission Named by Nanking 
Government Makes Indirect 
Attack on America. 

By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 11—An _ indi- 
rect accusation that the silver-buy- 
ing policy of the United States is 
forcing China into economic de- 
pression was made today in Na- 
tional Government circles. 

A commission “for study of sil- 
ver values and commodity prices” 
recently created by the Ministry of 
Industry, said in its preliminary re- 
port: 

“Foreign nations which hope to 
trade with China, but which at the 
same time pursue a policy calcu- 
lated to raise silver values, will be 
interested to know that the depres- 
sion in China resulting from rising 
silver values already has curtailed 
Chinese imports.” 

“Rising silver prices have affect- 
ed Chinese economic life particu- 
larly in the form of declining farm 
prices,” said Leonard Hsu, chair- 
man of the commission. 

The commission disclosed that

TO U. S$. FOR BIGAMY TRIAL 


Man Wanted in Disappearance of 
Woman Lawyer Leaves Vienna 
Accompanied by Detectives.

VIENNA, Jan. 11.—Capt. Ivan 
Poderjay started his trip back to 
the United States today to face 
charges of bigamy in New York. 
Two Austrian detectives guarded 
the former Yugoslavian army Offi- 
cer as he left prison.

LA ’PAZ, Bolivia, Jan. 11.—The 
War Ministry last night issued a 
communique saying that since Tues- 
day “intense fighting has been 
under way on all sectors” in the 
Chaco. 

“Bolovian resistance reached the 
highest limits of heroism and sac- 
rifice,’ the communique said, “and 
our troops are maintaining their 
morale.” 

Another communique said Boli-

ASKS CONGRESS 
10 STOP HOLDING 
FIRMS: ABUSES 


Rayburn of House Inquiry 


Calls for Regulation or 
Barring of Utility-Con- 
trolling Companies. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Repre- 
sentative Sam Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, chairman of the House In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, call- 
ed on Congress today to remove the 


“cancerous growth” of “abuses” of 
public utility holding companies. 

“We want you to consider,” he 
said, “whether or not the Congress 
should undertake to regulate these 
super-holding companies or lay 
down a policy under which they 
will disappear.” 

Declaring that the abuses, if left 
alone, “will jeopardize all of our 
financial institutions and perhaps 
destroy the republic.” Rayburn 
said that “there is no absolute 
necessity for a holding company.” 

He also said Congress must see 
to it that natural gas fields are 
protected. 

Pre-View of Inquiry Reports. 

Rayburn was giving the House a 
pre-view of reports soon to come 
from the printer on investigations 
his committee has made by congres- 
sional order. 

“The abuses of the holding com- 
pany are indeed qa major influence 
that brought on the great depres- 
sion,” Rayburn said. 

“This creature of our statutes,” 
Rayburn continued, “holds under its 
control billions of dollars’ worth of 
property scattered throughout the 
country, and sometimes around the 
world. Its decisions can shut down 
mills, move factories, reduce em- 
ployes to q state of serfdom, strip 
the stockholders of local companies 
of their equities, siphon off the 
earnings of profitable companies be- 
yond the reach of their stock- 
holders to the stockholders of other 
companies. 

Condemns Practices. 

“This creature of our imagina- 
tion is permitted to act as a normal 
person, to contribute to campaign 
funds in municipal, state and na- 
tional elections; to hire clever 
writers to carry on campaigns of 
propaganda; to centralize the con- 
trol of industry.” 

Throwing out the suggestion that 
companies might be made to limit 
their areas of influence, he said: 
“If we insist that the corporate en- 
tity shall coincide with the region 
of locality of most economical op- 
erations, as determined by the 
state of the arts, we can then leave 
to the states and to compacts of 
states the regulation of most of 
these utilities.” 

As for gas pipelines, he asserted: 

“If legislatures in the _ states 
where natural gas deposits are 
found, and which have become con- 
nected with users in other states do 
not protect the gas field, it then 
becomes the duty of the Congress 
to do so. Congress must see to it 
that there is no waste through 
neglected wells which will deplete 
the supply or which will reduce un- 
duly and prematurely the natural 
pressure of the gas in its deposits.” 

Says Congress Has Power. 

“We have power, in my opinion,” 
Rayburn said, “to regulate the con- 
ditions under which gas is taken 
from the fields in order to protect 
these fields, which are in interstate 
commerce and which are so neces- 
sary to the welfare of thousands 
of consumers. The Congress has 
power also to regulate accounts of 
these gas pipe-line companies, the 
issue of their securities, and to re- 
quire a certificate of convenience 
and necessity before an additional 
gas pipe line can be built to a gas 
field already connected with an in- 
terstate pipe line. 

“The Congress also has power, I 
believe, to regulate the wholesale 
price of the gas from the pipe line 
to the local distributing companies. 
While Federal power might even 
extend to the price paid by the in- 
dividual consumers, I believe that 
the regulation of those prices 
should be left to the state authori- 


ties.” 


GEN, CALLES OUT OF DANGER 


Improving in Los Angeles Hospital; 
Taken There by Plane.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 11. — 
Gen. Plutarco Elias Calles, former 
President of Mexico, was reported 
showing improvement today at a 
Los Angeles hospital. He was 
brought here by airplane yester- 
day from Mazatlan, Sinaloa, suf- 
fering from a gall bladder ailment. 

Gen. Calles was accompanied on 
the trip to Los Angeles by his son, 
Rodolfo Elias Calles, Secretary of 
Communications in Mexico, and two 
physicians, one of them a Los An- 
geles doctor who had been sum- 
moned to his bedside. At St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital today it was re- 
ported he was out of danger and 
probably would be able to leave the 
hospital within a few weeks. 


E-NEOIDENTS 
POUR INTO SAAR 
FOR PLEBISCITE 


Thousands From Various 
Parts of World Arriving 
to Take Part in Sunday’s 
Voting. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Basin 
Territory, Jan. 11.—Thousands of 
persons from Germany, France, 
Asia, Africa and North and South 
America arrived in the Saar today 
to cast their ballots in Sunday’s 
plebiscite. They are qualified to 
participate in the election to deter- 
mine the Saar’s future status be- 
cause they lived in the territory on 
June 28, 1919, the day the Treaty 
of Versailles became effective. 

Fifty-five thousand are expected 
from abroad before the polls close 
Sunday night. They represent 10 
per cent of the total vote. 

Nine special trains brought the 
first of 48,000 Germans expected to 
vote in favor of the territory’s re- 
union with the Reich. The main 
body of German supporters, 48 
train loads, will roll into Saarbru- 
ecken’s railway station tomorrow. 

France is sending a contingent 
of 5000, among them a few Foreign 
Legionnaires from African out- 
posts. 

More than 600 have arrived from 
the United States, with others on 
their way. 

Heavy Guard at Station. 

A large force of police surround- 
ed the railroad station and guard- 
ed adjacent streets when the for- 
mer residents arrived. Only pe- 
destrians equipped with passes were 
permitted to approach the station. 
At the request of Nazi leaders no 
shouts of “Heil Hitler’ were given 
on the Germans’ arrival. 

Before leaving German soil, the 
travelers were supplied with sand- 
wiches, sausages and coffee by 
girls in white uniforms, in a man- 
ner reminiscent of wartime days. 

Sign bearers, observing the in- 
junction against shouts of welcome, 
directed the homecomers to cafes 
where free coffee awaited them. 
Even the sick and lame were pro- 
vided for; ambulances and nurses 
waited atithe station. 

About 8000 voters arrived in the) 
Saar today but only half of them | 
are staying in Saarbruecken; the, 
others are going directly to the 
communities in which they will cast | 
their ballots. Tomorrow, another | 
40,000 are scheduled to arrive in. 
the territory. 


Neutral Supervisors Ready. | 


Meanwhile the 900 neutrals who | 
will supervise the election were | 
ready to assume their delicate task. 
The plebiscite commission has given 
absolute authority to bar any voter 
who betrays his intentions and to 
arrest those who may tell how they 
cast their ballots. 

The German Front canceled 
plans to welcome the incoming vot- 
ers after Communists spoiled a re- 
ception yesterday by putting on a 
counter demonstration of their own. 


News of the plebisicte’s result— 
whether it favors reunion with 
Germany, joining France or con- 
tinued League of Nations adminis- 
tration—will be broadcast to the 
world about 9 a. m. Tuesday, plebis- 
cite officials announced. The 
broadcast originally was scheduled 
for Monday night, but now it is 
thought the counting will take 
longer than first expected. 

Word to Reporters. 

The 300 newspaper men stationed 
here to report the voting will be 
denied all communication beyond 
the territory’s borders until after 
A. E. Rodhe, president of the plebi- 
cite commission, has announced the 
returns by radio. Not even local 
telephone calls will be permitted, 
officials said, until Rodhe has com- 
pleted his broadcast. 

The tension which marked the 
approach of the balloting was in- 
creased by bitter complaints from 
status quo advocates that authori- 
ties had not protected them from 
Nazis. 

Max Braun, leader of the Status 
Quo Common Front, charged mem- 
bers of the German Front alone 
were accorded the protection of the 
authorities. 

The Volkstimme, crgan of the 
Common Front, editorially warned 
Nazis against further acts of vio- 
lence. 

“Now we've had enough,” it said. 
“We can stand it no longer. The 
world has witnessed our patience 
and discipline. We warn (the 
Nazis) for the last time.” 


League Council Adjourns Until 
After Saar Voting.

GENEVA, Jan. 11.—The Council 
of the League of Nations indicated 
today its confidence that Sunday’s 
Saar plebiscite would take place 
without disorder. 

After meeting in a short public 
session, the Council adjourned until 
Monday, seeing no necessity for sit- 
ting on the day of the balloting.

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FRENGH CABINET VOTES 
FOR NEW BATTLESHIP 


Building of 35,000-Ton Vessel 
Designed as Offset to 
Italy's Program.

PARIS, Jan. 11—The French 
Cabinet decided yesterday to accept 
the naval challenge of Premier 
Mussolini of Italy by including a 
35,000 ton battleship in the year’s 
building program, which will be 
presented to Parliament. 

Approval was forthcoming after 
Foreign Minister Pierre Laval said 
he had avoided discussion of Italy’s 
two 35,000-ton battleships and naval 
parity in general in his recent con- 
versations with Mussolini. He said 
he feared the controversial possi- 
bilities of the subject. 

Under the Washington Treaty, 
void at the end of 1936, France had 
a margin of 52,000 construction over 
Italy. 


The cornerstone of French sea 


policy is supremacy over the Italian 
navy. France has a 50 per cent 
margin in tonnage over Italy except 
in capital ships. French naval ex- 
perts have said they want to keep 
at least the present margin. 


France, these experts say, is in 
much the same position as the 
United States, in that it has two 
coasts to defend, the Atlantic and 
the Mediterranean. In addition, it 
has the world’s second largest co- 
lonial empire. 


The French were greatly relieved 
at the Japanese denunciation of the 
Washington Treaty, because a re- 
newal of the treaty would have met 
strong opposition in Paris. 


The ratios assigned to France 
have been described in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies as absurd, and if 
a new conference is held the French 
say they will demand a far higher 
total tonnage. The United States, 
British and Japanese navies do not 
interest the French, only the Ger- 
man and the Italian. 


France in July, 1934, had a fleet 
in service and building, of 663,741 
tons, while Italy had 427,254 tons. 
Should France and Italy recover 
complete freedom of building, it has 


been indicated France would try to 


maintain the margin.

DEFINITION OF A LIBERAL. 

It would be hard to find in the American political 
vocabulary of today a vaguer term than “liberal.” If 
one would be exact, the world requires definition every 
time it is used; alone, it may mean almost anything. 
We hear of a “liberal” and a “conservative” section 
of the United States Supreme Court—and the dis- 
tinction does have a rough sort of validity—but 
there have been times when the “conservative” mem- 
bers of the court have aligned themselves with the 
“liberals” and times when the “liberals” have gone 
with the “conservatives.” The confirmation of Charles 
Evans Hughes as Chief Justice was fought by “lib- 
erals” in the Senate, yet more often than not, in the 
significant decisions of the court since he took office, 
he has*been on the so-called liberal side. Herbert 


SENATOR CASEY’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Senator Michael Casey of Kansas City will serve, 
in this session of the Legislature, as ghairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, the most impor- 
tant of all Senate committees. To this committee will 
be referred most bills of real significance. Although 
the committee consists of 12 members, the chair- 
man’s authority is such that he can promote or throt- 
tle, by one device or another, almost any Dill in its 
custody. To remove a bill from committee or to over- 
ride its decisions, as the Senate is now constituted, 
requires a revolt of major proportions in the 
chamber. 

Such a revolt occurred in 1931, when, under the 
leadership of former Senator Russell Dearmont of 
Cape Girardeau, a group of progressives wrested con- 
trol from the old-line leaders. The old-line leaders are 
Senators Casey, Kinney and Brogan, and the greatest 
of these is Casey. Kinney has been in the Senate 
since 1912, Brogan since 1909. Casey has served in 
the Legislature since 1903, his first three terms hav- 
ing been in the lower house. For the last decade or 
more, the rule of this triumvirate, except in 1931, has 
been undisputed.

OU and the Cincinnati Enquirer seem

The average World War veteran has 
been disillusioned by nine years of pov- 
‘erty and depression since the war and 
regards himself and his service undcr 
arms in precisely the realistic manner 
you and most opponents of the immedai- 
ate full payment of the so-called bonts 
and of future pensions want him to. In 
short, he regards himself as a war-time 
worker who was discharged after render- 
ing dangerous and valuable service, for 
which he only received a small part of the 
wages due him, and, therefore, has a just 
claim against his war-time employer. 

If the so-called bonus had been paid in 
full in 1925, when the validity of the claim 
was acknowledged and the adjusted ser- 
vice certificates issued, instead of now, 
their face value would still have lacked 
a considerable amount of being a full 
payment for the services rendered. 

However valid these points may be, I 
am willing to ignore them entirely and 
still maintain that there is no real rea- 
son why the full face value of these cer- 
tificates should not be paid now; their 
sum is already a part of the estimated 
total of the public debt and their pay- 
ment now would merely be a refunding 
operation which the recent experience of

Dole vs. Public Works. 

fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NOTE that the Joint Business Confer- 

ence for Recovery, which met recently 
at White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., favors 
the dole as a relief measure. Why this 
sudden change among those who have 
always opposed the dole system? We are 
told that John J. Rdskob, General Motors 
Co. director, and Owen D. Young, chair- 
man of the board of the General Electric 
Co., are members of a committee who 
favor this system of relief in preference 
to the public works program carried on 
by the Government. 


Hoover spoke of himself as a liberal, but in the 
greater part of his political philosophy he was at the 
opposite pole from (for example) Senator Norris. 
The term “liberal” is used today to label such di- 
vergent personalities in the Senate as McNary of 
Oregon, Capper of Kansas, Norris of Nebraska, Borah 
of Idaho, Johnson of California, Black of Alabama, 
Cutting of New Mexico. Yet Senator Borah is at one 
with the American Liberty League in some particu: 
lars, and the political high command of the Demo- 
cratic (liberal?) party fought Senator Cutting in the 
last campaign, although he had plumped for Roose- 
velt in 1932. (We wonder, incidentally, what Jim 
Farley should be called.) President Roosevelt would 
be described by many Americans as a liberal, yet Nor- 
man Thomas says he is among the most conservative 
men in his party. 

All this by way of preface to the definition of a 
“true liberal” by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler on his 
New Year greeting cards: 


The effective protection of liberty against com- 
pulsion must rest not on force, but on moral prin- 
ciple. That moral principle must be openly de- 
clared and strictly adhered to if liberty ig to con- 
tinue to exist. Under any other circumstances, 
liberty is doomed. It is precisely this fact which 
makes the oft-quoted Magna Carta, the Petition of 
Right, the Bill of Rights, the Constitution of the 
United States, particularly its ninth and tenth 
amendments, the Reform Bill and the subsequent 
liberal legislation in the history of Great Britain, 
of such vital importance and significance at this 
moment. These great historical documents are 
the charter of liberty. He who supports and de- 
fends their principles in any land is a liberal. 


This definition is worth pondering, yet it would 
let inside the “liberal” tent an extremely heteroge- 
neous assemblage. Probably it would let in every- 
body we have named, as well as the Alfred E. Smiths, 
the James M. Becks and the Newton D. Bakers. All 
of them support and defend the principles of the 
American Constitution, and, we have no doubt, sub- 
scribe in all essentials to the tenets of the other 
great documents cited by Dr. Butler. The difference 
among them is precisely the difference that we see 
when five members of the United States Supreme 
Court tell us that the Constitution means one thing 
and four members tell us that it means another. 

We admire the temerity of Dr. Butler in proposing 
his definition. We shudder at the thought of the in- 
tellectual carnage that would ensue if every person 
who considers himself or who has been called a lead- 
er of “liberal’’ thought in the United States should 


Democrats. The minority party is non-existent for 
all practical purposes. There are no signs that the 
Casey-Brégan-Kinney leadership will be attacked 
from within the party. Many of the members are 
new. Others are old and tired. It is seldom there 
appears in the Senate a Dearmont with the ability 
and fighting spirit necessary to stage an insurrec- 
tion. 

The history of legislation in Missouri may be said 
to be that the House proposes and the«Senate dis- 
poses. The House is comparatively unwieldy. The 
Senate is small and the great power exercised by 
Senator Casey makes it, in reality, smaller. It is 
not too much to say that, sitting as chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, this one man can make or 
break a legislative session. In many sessions, Sen- 
ator Casey has had a far greater influence over legis- 
lation than the Governor. 

Senator Casey is nearly 65 years old. He can rise 
no higher in his chosen political field, nor are other 
fields beckoning. In the public mind and in the mind 
of the political powers-that-be, he is indissolubly at- 
tached to the Legislature. We should think, as his 
long career winds inexorably toward its end, that 
Senator Casey would like the last pages to be bright- 
ly inscribed. His work, on the whole, has been that 
of an obstructionist. “It shall not pass.” In any 
legislature, any congress, any parliament, there must 
be some men to utter that phrase to kill foolish and 
vicious legislation. Yet the lawmakers who are re- 
membered are those that have constructive acts to 
their credit. 

The great power of Senator Casey entails great re- 
sponsibility. Before him and his colleagues, pressing 
for attention, are many needs of the State. There is 
the imperative need, for example, of a modern code 
of criminal procedure. There is the need of an equita- 
ble tax system, of workable liquor legislation, of re- 
lief funds, of reorganization of State departments, of 
properly-supported educational institutions. There is 
a whole litany of obligations imposed upon us by 
the necessities of the times.

Lasky case, Circuit Attorney Miller has drawn up a 
bill striking at bail bond evids. It will be presented 
to the Legislature by Barton Grant, counsel for the

signed by Lasky, it will be recalled, were forfeited 
recently when defendants failed to appear, and it was 
discovered that Lasky, who had qualified as owner 
of property worth $25,000, owns only a leasehold.

While the British, Italian, Dutch and 
Swedish soldiers were received with ill-con- 
cealed hostility by the pro-Nazi German 
Front, the feeling is scarcely comparable to 
that which would have been aroused if 
French troops had been sent in; nor is there 
reason to doubt that the presence of the in- 
ternational force will prevent such disturb- 
ances as occur from growing completely 
out of hand, and act at least as a partial 
check on Nazi terrorism. 

These factors, combined with the more 
Settled state of affairs within the Reich, 
make a German victory almost a foregone 
conclusion. This does not mean, however, 
that the plebiscite will be without signifi- 
cance, Hitlerism remains the primary issue 
in the minds of a large number of the voters, 
and the poll will be as near to a free ex- 
pression of opinion on Nazi political philoso- 
phy as we are likely to see in a German 
country. 

The bourgeoisie is united in the Nazi-con- 
trolled German Front, which is leading the 
fight for reunion with Germany, while the 
working-class parties are apparently equally 
determined in their opposition. Since the 
Communists and Socialists together polled 
27 per cent of the total vote in the last 
election for the State Council of the Saar, 
and will be supported by at least a minority 
in the Catholic trade unions, the vote for 
continuing the status quo should be reason- 
ably large.

PIANIST GIVES RECITAL 


Miss Helen May Martin of Kan- 
sas Hears Music Through 
Feet, Mother Says. 


Miss Helen May Martin of Mer- 
riam, Kan., who, despite the fact 
that she has been totally blind and 
deaf since childhood, has become 
an accomplished musician, gave an 
impromptu piano recital yesterday 
at the Central Institute for the 
Deaf, 818 South Kingshighway. 

Dr. Max A. Goldstein, director of 
the institute, characterized her 
achievement as “remarkable,” point- 
ing out the unusual success she has 
had in overcoming a double handi- 
cap. 

Her recital yesterday included 
Chopin’s Concerto in C Minor and 
“To the Rising Sun,” by Thorgen, 
taken from a repertoire of 75 works. 
She played without hesitation and 
made errors on but one or two 
notes. The crescendos and the ac- 
celerations of tempo were made 
clearly. 

Miss Martin’s mother, who ac- 
companies her, credits her ability to 
play to the reception of the sound 
vibrations through the foot pedals 
to her feet and so to the brain. 
Strength of tone alters the inten- 
sity of the vibration she receives. 
This association of the sense of 
touch or manual position with the 
appreciation of tones of varying in- 
tensity is the learning process she 
employs. 

Her childish drummings on the 
piano led her mother to teach her 
the scales.. Chords and eventually 
whole melodies were taught by this 
memorizing process until she had a 
complete familiarity with the in- 
strument. She learned to play the 
harp in similar fashion. 

Miss Martin was 21 before she 
learned the compositions of Mozart, 
Beethoven and other masters, her 
musical education having been in- 
terrupted for five years when she 
attended the Kansas State School 
for the Deaf. An itinerant blind 
pianist gave her a few lessons and 
stimulated her desire to learn more. 
A Cincinnagi teacher, Miss Mary 
Halliday, has taught her in recent 
years, 

According to her mother, she 
learns the emotional significance of 
a composition by being told the 
“story” inherent in the music. Mrs. 
Martin believes that she misses 
nothing of the intended picture of 
mood or scene. “Perhaps her sen- 
sitiveness to vibration enables her 
to understand the meaning of a 
great composer who must _ also 
know the impression of vibration 
in addition to auricular impressions. 
Mere words and sound are not the 
entire music.” Mrs. Martin said. 

Miss Martin and her mother are 
touring the country in an effort to 
arouse interest in a projected na- 
tional home for the blind and deaf.

“In order to increase the element 
of self respect there is a 10-cent 
or a 5-cent charge a month for 
some of the activities,” Sogolow 
said. “And the practice of having 
the child sign his name for mem- 
berships and for use of equipment 
contributes to that sense of respon- 
sibility.” 

The program of the center was 
planned with the idea of providing 
the activities which the children 
wanted, not what some textbook 
on the subject stipulated, according 
to the director. Handicrafts of 
many varieties, games, music, dra- 
matics, sewing, drawing, public 
speaking and dancing are a few of 
the activities. All classes and clubs 
are under the guidance of volun- 
teer instructors. The house is open 
from 4 p. m. to 10 p. m., and the 
average daily attendance is 300.

ALBERT A. HYDE, FOUNDER 
OF MENTHOLATUM CO., DIES 


Noted for His Philanthropies, In- 
cluding His Contributions to 
Foreign Missions.

WICHITA, Kan., Jan, 11.—Al- 
bert A. Hyde, 86 years old, founder 
and chairman of the board of the 
Mentholatum Co., died at his home 
here last night of a heart attack.

He was a noted philanthropist.

They began to manufacture cough 
medicine as a sideline and about 
1890 Mr. Hyde began to experiment 
with what is now mentholatum, The 
first mentholatum was manufac- 
tured in commercial quantities 
about 1895, Mr. Hyde personally 
making a house to house canvas to 
introduce it.

Officer of Mississippi Valley Asso« 
ciation Addresses Young Men 
of Chamber of Commerce. 

Low cost transportation which 
will move goods to market cheaply 
enough to compete with coastal 
cities is essential in the Mississippi 
Valley, Lachlan Macleay, executive 
ce-president of the Mississippi 
Valley Association, told the Young 
Men’s Division of the Chamber of 
Commerce last night at the Mis- 
souri Athletic Association.

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LEGISLATURE LEADERS OBJECT

Former Member Being Paid $150 
a Month to Report on So- 
cial Measures.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 11— 
Disclosure that Roger Prentiss 
Weeks of Brushyknob, former Dem- 
ocratic Representative from Déug- 
las County, is a salaried legislative 
“observer” for the FERA in Mis- 


souri, brought criticism last night 
from Phil M. Donnelly, majority 
floor leader of the Senate. 

“I think it wholly unnecessary 
for the FERA to have a paid lob- 
byist to observe and report the ac- 
tion of the General Assembly in 
regard to public welfare work,” 
Donnelly declared. 

Wallace Crossley, State Relief Ad- 
ministrator, said Weeks was receiv- 
ing a salary of $150 a month out of 
FERA money allotted to Missouri, 
and that his duties were to make 
weekly reports to Washington re- 
lief officials on the progress of so- 
cial legislation in the General As- 
sembly. 

“It seems that the only people 


who do not have a paid lobbyist 
observing the Legislature are the 
taxpayers and I feel sure that the 
members of this Senate are going 
to take the taxpayer into consid- 
eration as well as those who, un- 
fortunately, are unemployed and in 
distress,” 

Weeks, asked about his. work, 
said his duties do not include “ad- 
vocating or sponsoring” any legis- 
lation. Crossley said Weeks was | 
employed at the request of Relief 
Administration officials at Wash- 
ington. Weeks was defeated last 
November. by Mrs. Gladys Burger 
Stewart, Republican, the only wom- 
an member of the House. 

Lawrence H. Presley, Republican 
minority leader of the House, de- 
clared that the money paid to 
Weeks could “be better used to 
feed the hungry and clothe the 
naked.”

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Knowing Your Onions Means Another 
Splendid Food Item for the Family 


This Source of Iron Ranging From Mild to 
Strong in Flavor Falls Gracefully in 
Line With Planned Meals. 


Thirteen million dollars worth of 


onions is a lot of onions hut that 
is the value of crop for the past 
year, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Onions do 
their bit toward a balanced diet, be- 
ing a fair source of iron and some 
vitamin C. If you are one of those 
people to whom the word onion is 
anathema, don’t let it worry you. 
Someone else probably makes up 
the 10-pound per year that would 
normally fall to your lot. 

America now produces practical- 
ly all the onions which are used 
here with the crop divided into 
early, intermediate and late. Most 
of the “main” crop which are get- 
ting in the market now consists of 
yellow globe onion. The mild flav- 
ored Bermudas and Creoles mature 
in the spring and come on the mar- 
ket during the summer. This is the 
“early” crop. 

Grades of Onions. 


When you are buying onions you 
probably look for those that are 
bright, clean, hard, well-shaped and 
mature, with dry skins. You don’t 
want onions which have begun to 
sprout, or in which the seedstem 
has developed. Nor do you want 
onions with any sign of rot, either 
on the outer scales or the scales in 
the center of the bulb—and mois- 
ture at the neck is usually an in- 
dication of decay. These defects 
are serious, but they are fairly easy 
to detect. 

It is to the housewif@s advantage 
to know, however, that onions are 
usually marketed in wholesale 
quantities by well established 
grades. 

The grading is done first over in- 
clined screens or slatted racks,

Stuffed Onions. 


Parboil six large onions. Drain, 
take out centers and chop with a 
cup of bread crumbs, six mush- 
rooms, two tablespoons sausage 
meat, four tablespoons capers, one 
of minced parsley, pickles, salt and 
pepper. Mix all this with one cup 
of tomatoes, fill onion shells close- 
ly and bake 20 minutes. Serve 
with a good white sauce. 


French Fried Onions. 


Slice good sized onions crosswise 
and soak the rings in milk for 
about one hour. Drain and dip in 


a thin batter made of milk, flour, 
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one beaten egg and a little salt, and 
fry the rings in deep fat until 
golden brown and crisp.

CAST BREWERY HEAD 
- SAYS SALES FELL OFF 


Testifies Cost of Doing Busi- 
ness Has Doubled Since 
Pre-Prohibition Days. 


Alex T .Gast, president of the 
Gast Brewing Co., testified today 
before Federal Judge Davis, in a 
hearing on the application of cred- 
itors for the appointment of a 
trustee or trustees in bankruptcy 
for the brewery. Gast now is serv- 
ing as trustee, and some creditors 
favor his continuance in that posi- 
tion, while others have suggested 
appointment of William H. Killo- 
ren, former Circuit Judge. 

Gast testified to the comparative 
finances of the brewing company 
before and since prohibition, stat- 
ing that costs are much greater, 
output less and conditions more 
difficult, now than in the period 
before 1919-20. 

He said he organized the Gast 
Brewery in 1899 and was president 
and general manager to 1907, when 
it entered the Independent Brewing 
Co. group. Thereafter he was man- 
ager of the Gast unit, and later 
manager also of the Columbia 
Brewery. The Independent Brew- 
ing Co. went into bankruptcy in 
1927. 

9500-Barrel Sale in August. 

The brewery then had, and now 
has, a capacity of 100,000 barrels 
a year, he said. Before prohibi- 
tion, the regular output was 80 per 
cent of this capacity, and the com- 
pany had 125 customers, in a re- 
stricted area near the brewery. It 
had all the customers it wanted, 
he said. Then, the brewery owned 
or was interested in the realty and 
fixtures of most of its customer 
saloons. 

Since repeal of prohibition, un- 
der the State law prohibiting brew- 
eries from owning an interest in 
saloon property, Gast said the brew- 
ery has had to seek customers all 
over the city, and with 500 cus- 
tomers, has a much smaller volume 
of business than formerly with 125 
eustomers. Its peak sale, in Au- 
gust, was 9500 barrels, but in De- 
cember it sold only 3400.

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How a Mother | 
Taught Health 
- To Her Child 


Mrs. Ellis Fischel of St. Louis 
Overcame Apparently 
Hopeless Illness of Son.

é< MILESTONE in medical 
A presress written in life’s 
blood,” says one apprecia- 


:|tive commentator on the book, “The 


Spastic Child,” by Marguerite K. 
Fischel, published by the C. V. 
Mosby company of St. Louis, 
“Spastic paraplegia is its subject; 
therapy in its various phases its 
content; tragedy its background; 
courage its motif; and success its 
ending. A record of only one child, 
it holds hope for many.” Another 
reviewer describes the book tersely 
and accurately. 

All the medical journals are 
printing lauditory reviews of this 
work by a St. Louis woman, the 
wife of Dr. Ellis Fischel. 


The book is an arresting human 
document to the lay reader and a 
valuable contribution to medical 
literature, the doctors are saying, 
but the triumph to the author lies 
in the simple realization that her son 
came home from Exeter Academy 
for the holidays, stalwart, straight 
able-bodied, the peer of any of his 
fellows physically as well as scho- 
lastically, and that she alone is the 
author of this mtiracle. It is not 
so much a miracle to other mothers 
having sons come home with happy 
holiday faces, sound of wind and 
straight of limb. Good health is so 
taken for granted by those who 
have always had it. But Mrs, Fis- 
chel can look back to the time 
when there was little hope that her 
child would ever go to school at 
all He was born with spastic 
paraplegia, Little’s disease or lack 
of muscle control. He would have 
been a helpless cripple without sen- 
sible direction of muscles, hands, 
feet, speech, even facial expression, 
any of the bodily functions con- 
trolled by the brain. 


The book is a personal account by 
a mother of how, through methods 
of her own devising, chiefly physi- 
otherapy, massage and accessory 
aspects of treatment, she cured her 
child of a strange malady which 
medical science is not yet always 
able to combat, a disease which 
is not rare since 50,000 cases.are 
on record right now in New York 
State. The slender monograph, con- 
cise but replete with instructive 
data is offered to the world with 
the idea of helping other mothers 
with a similar problem. The story, 
also, is scarcely less that of a pa- 
tient with obviously acute under- 
standing, sunny disposition and 
willingness to co-operate or led to 
do so by his mother’s sensitive han- 
dling of the situation. 


When 16 years ago Mrs. Fischel 
took her son’s case in hand little 
was known about the disease and 
the medical attitude was pretty gen- 
erally, “nothing can be done.” Her 
husband, a surgeon, seems to have 
acceded to that opinion. It was 
left to the mother alone to work 
out a_system of exercise and train- 
ing to re-educate muscular control 
and co-ordination which was per- 
sisted in—Oh, how it was persisted 
in—intensively through the years 
from 3 to 9, with encouraging im- 
provement in the years from 9 to 
13 and complete cure and rehabili- 
tation. between the years 13 and 16. 
Young Fischel is now not to be dis- 
tinguished from his prep school 
mates in bearing or physical accom- 
plishments. He is over six feet tall 
with the ruddy complexion of per- 
fect health. He rides, swims, skates, 
plays tennis, shoots straight, throws 
a lariat with accuracy. He walked 
and bicycled through Europe last 
summer after graduating from John 
Burroughs School. Thanks to his 
mother’s attention to all sides of his 
development, he is socially adapted 
to meet life as he finds it. 


S a girl Marguerite Kauffman 
lived in the house built by her 
father, where Hotel Chase now 
stands, and whose grounds occu- 
pied that entire block. She was ar- 
tistic, a musician and patron of the 
arts. After her marriage her life 
took a decided turn when her babies, 
two of them, came into the world 
similarly afflicted. After the early 
death of the first child, she cour- 
ageously and resourcefully, whete 
the best pediatricians and orthope- 
dists seemed to fail her, worked 
out her theories of a cure for the 
second child. Great strides have 
been made since that time in the 
medical care and treatment of her 
type of patient, but she has lived 
to see the system she devised 
chiefly from intuition, correspond 
faithfully to the scientific methods 
now recommended. It seems, how- 
ever, that even yet the best doc- 
tors, nurses and hospitals necessa- 
rily fail in the undivided, constant, 
persistent attention each separate 
and individual type of case de- 
mands. Only a mother, devoting 
her life, her special intimate know'- 
edge of her child’s potentialities, 
her ingenuity and patience over 
long periods of years can accom- 
plish the complete result. Hence 
Mrs. Fischel’s book is addressed to 
mothers, though it has attracted 
the attention of physicians, and one 
of the foremost pediatricians of 
the country has asked her to come 
and teach her methods to his stu- 
dents.

ONTRARY to the generally ac- 
Ceerte opinion that brilliant 

children are apt to be small and 
delicate, statistics show that the 
majority of brilliant boys and girls 
are somewhat above the normal in 
size and weight. 


Since the brain, like all the rest 
of the body, depends upon food for 
nourishment, and since it cannot 
function to the best of its ability if 
it is not fed and rested, it stands to 
reason that the best nourished 
physique is apt to support the best 
brain. 


There are, however, exceptions, 
and these present a problem to both 
teachers and parents. Size, even 
more than age, is the deciding fac- 
tor in grading children, and rightly 
so. The tall, muscular child can 
easily hold his own with children 
older than himself, and therefore if 
he is too far advanced for the grade 
suitable to his age can often be 
promoted with advantage. But the 
puny, undersized child may find it 
hard to hold his own socially and 
physically even in the class of his 
contemporaries. 

As a result he is not popular, and 
therefore he is pretty sure not to 
be happy. 


Parents and teachers both can 
only hope to help by showing him 
where the trouble lies and teaching 
him consciously to adjust himself 
to his environment. If the co-op- 
eration of some older child or chil- 
dren can be secured it is often 
possible to make life endurable for 
the child whose brain is too big 
for his body.

Buy rouge of whatever color you 
think most becoming in compact 
form in a small cardboard box, hav- 
ing a tiny puff which fits the box. 
You wil. pay 25 cents probably for a 
box of rouge, certainly never more 
than 50, and the little compact cake 
of color will last you a long time. 
Buy your eye shadow also as a cake 
of compact color with its own little 
puff fitted into the box. You'll not 
have so wide a range of colors as 
with a cream eye shadow, and I 
don’t think you'll find any that give 
the iridescent effect now so fashion- 
able, but you'll find quite a suffi- 
cient range of shades. There is a 
blue-gray which goes remarkably 
well with every complexion and ev- 
ery color of eye, which goes on 
and becomes just a shadow, making 
the eyes look deeper and larger, but 
not showing up at all on the skin 
as color. 

You must use foundation cream 
first and then plain powder. Over 
this you spread your powdered 
rouge, using the puff to rub it on 
and to blend it out on the cheeks 
so it looks natural. You then apply 
the eye shadow powder with a puff, 
wiping it gently back and forth over 
the lower part of the eyelid and for 
half an inch or so beyond the corner 
of each eye. Use a plain piece of 
cotton or a clean powder puff to 
wipe off any color that goes beyond 
where you want it. Lastly powder 
the entire face.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Jan. 10. 
HE screen fans have heard a 
good deal about Chinese in the 
cinema lately. About Jimmy

But to those screen fans there is 
‘only one Chinese actor—Warner 
,Oland—and he is a Swede who has 
‘never been in China, has no Chinese 
friends and who lives the life of a 
modern American gentleman far 
from hustle and bustle and scandals 
of Hollywood.

| Yet there are many theater cus- 
| tomers who think Warner Oland is 


really a Chinaman. He has been 
playing wily Orientals so long and 
has developed so many tricks with 
| practically no makeup, but with the 
'supposed mannerisms of the far- 
‘off country. In private life, away 
from the studio, Oland looks almost 
anything but a Chinaman. The 
drooping mustache, the bit of a 
pointed beard disappear; his skin is 
not the traditional stage Chinese 
| yellow and his clothes are the 
‘clothes of an American banker or 
well-to-do business man. If there 
are any mandarin coats or baggy 
trousers or funny little round hats 
in his home on his estate near Santa 
Barbara they are kept well hidden.

OR one thing he owns THAT 
F island in the Pacific. Most boys

Got to that stage by 
carving out a fortune himself and 
did it, too, without using other 
folks’ necks as rungs to the ladder.

Carries On” and the rest. But, at 
the same time, Biggers’ heirs are

I’ve had a 
long time to study him since we 
made the first picture, and I feel 
that I know him very well. I could 
even describe his ancestors and his 
immediate family. You may notice 
that he has no bad habits, that he 
has a keen sense of justice, is ex- 
ceedingly polite ana does his level 
best with the English language. 
I've learned a great deal from him, 
I can tell you.” 

Real Chinamen think Oland’s 
Asiatic appearance is uncanny. Key 
Luke, a Seattle born Chinese youth 
who won considerable success as an 
illustrator before he turned screen 
actor to play Charlie Chan’s son in 
the present picture, says it’s due en- 
tirely to acting. “Mr. Oland seems 
to think himself into the appear- 
ance of a Chinese” Luke told us. 
“He uses almost no makeup what- 
ever. He combs the ends of his 


eyebrows up, the tips of his 
moustache down, adds a little bit 
of a beard, brushes his hair straight 
back and that is all. He has devel- 
oped an odd muscular control of 
his eyelids which give his eyes an 
almond shaped appearance. But 
all that would not make him look 
like a Chinaman if it were not for 
his manner.” 


Oland was born in Umea, Swe- 
den, and came to Boston with his 
parents when he was 15. In. that 
city, as a very young man, he 
played in Shakespearean and Ibsen 
dramas before attaining consider- 
able success on Broadway. In 1909 
he came to Hollywood for a part 
in a Theda Bara picture and he’s 
been before the cameras ever since. 


He doesn’t care for Hollywood ex- 
cept as a place to make money 
and lives here, at a_ hotel, only 
when he’s making a picture. His 
wife always comes with him then. 
She is well known:as Edith Gard- 
ner Shearn, a portrait painter and 
decorative artist. 

At other times the Olands live on 
their estate a few miles south of 
Santa Barbara, right where’ the 
Carpenteria Valley, famous for its 
lemon, fig and walnut groves, meets 
the ocean. Mrs. Oland designed 
their Cape Cod farmhouse-style 
home and Eric Stocklasse, a Scan- 
dinavian artist, built the huge 
white-washed brick fireplace in the 
great living room after a fireplace 
in a medieval Swedish castle. There

Diet Unsuited 
To Humans 


Human Beings Are Omnivor-

the writer who is trying to pre- 
sent a truthful and_ scientific 
and sane view of health topics, than 
to find some old fallacy which has 
become fixed in the minds of cer- 
tain people raising its head—indeed, 
dancing around full of life and vig- 
or, when it should have been long 
since dead, if logic and scientific 
fact could kill it. 

Such a fallacy is that aluminum 
cooking utensils impart disease ele- 
ments to the food cooked in. them. 
Someone wrote me recently that he 
knew this was true, because he had 
a cat which refused to drink out 
of an aluminum dish. That is the 
sort of argument out of which these 
theories grow. 

Ideas of this kind are like foreign 
bodies in the stream of conscious- 
ness—all the stream strikes upon 
them, and a whirlpool of incon- 
sistency results. 

The question of a vegetarian diet 

is one of these problems with an 
age-long ancestry. To say that man 
is either carnivorous or herbivor- 
ous is to fall short of the truth. His 
digestive machinery is somewhere 
in between that of the carnivore 
and the herbivore. Strict vegetarian 
diet requires a large absorptive sur- 
face and a great deal of time. If 
man were an herbivore he would 
have no vermiform appendix; it 
would be dilated and enlarged into 
the diameters of the cow’s caecal 
pouch. 
Although people can—and often 
do—eat more meat than is absolute- 
ly necessary to their physical well 
being, a strictly vegetarian diet is 
not suitable to their needs. A really 
vegetarian diet, omitting the ani- 
mal foods such as milk, butter, 
cheese, etc., would prove completely 
unsatisfactory, if not dangerous, to 
most people. 

For the benefit of wotmen desir- 
ous of a slender figure, the effect of 
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Relative absorptive surface in in- 

testines of carnivorous animal— 

dog, man, and herbivorous animal 

—cow. Man’s intestine is twice as 

long as dog’s, and about one-third 

as long as cow’s, in proportion to 
size, 


a strictly vegetarian diet might well 
be made known. Most vegetable 
foods contain so little food value in 
proportion to the roughage, that a 
great deal must be eaten for proper 
nourishment and a completely bal- 
anced diet. In order to accommo- 
date the larger amounts of food, the 
organs naturally enlarge and de- 
stroy any possibility of Venus-like 
proportions! 

Of course, admittedly, after adult 
life is attained, humans can live on 
a vegetarian regime, with safety to 
health. So can they learn to live on 
high mountain tops, or in mines, 
or under a variety of adverse con- 
ditions,
